On Friday, December 2, 2005, former FCC Commissioner Harold Furchtgott-Roth, acting 
on behalf of Nextwave Broadband Inc. (“Nextwave”), spoke with Fred Campbell of 
Chairman Kevin J. Martin’s office, via telephone, to communicate Nextwave’s opposition 
to a proposed 15-year term limitation for Educational Broadband Service spectrum leases.  
In Nextwave’s view, the Commission should not impose limitations on private contractual 
terms for spectrum leases beyond the secondary markets leasing rules, but rather should 
allow parties to bargain for terms that they determine are in their mutual best interests.
